ORDER 

New Delhi, the 22 nd January 1969 

S.O- 379.—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 4 
of the Inter-State Corporations Act, 1957 (38 of 1957), the Central Government 
after consulting the Governments of the States of Haryana and Punjab and 
the Administrators of the Union territories of Himachal Pradesh and Chandigarh, 
approves with certain modifications the scheme forwarded by the Government 
of Punjab relating to the reorganisation of the Punjab Khadi and Village Indus¬ 
tries Board, a corporation constituted under the Punjab Khadi and Village 
Industries Board Act, 1955 (Punjab Act 40 of 1956), afid functioning in the 
States of Haryana and Punjab, the Union territory of Chandigarh and the 
territories transferred to the Union territory of Himachal Pradesh under section 
5 of the Punjab Reorganisation Act, 1966 (31 of 1966) and for the purpose of 
giving effect to the scheme so approved, the Central Government hereby makes 
the following Order, namely:— 

Part I — Preliminary 

1. Short title—This Order may be called the Punjab Khadi and Village 
Industries Board (Reorganisation) Order, 1969. 

2. Definitions—( 1 ) In this Order, unless the context otherwise requires,— 

(a) “Act” means the Punjab Khadi and Village Industries Board Act, 1955 

(Punjab Act 40 of 1956); 

(b) "Administrator” means the Administrator of the Union territory of 

Chandigarh;

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(cl "Appointed day” means the 1st day of February 1969; 

(d) “existing Board” means the Punjab Khadi and Village Industries 

Board established under the Act and functioning and operating 
before the appointed day in the areas comprised In the erstwhile 
State of Punjab before the 1st November 1966; 

(e) "Haryana Board" means the Board established for the State of Haryana 

under paragraph 3(21 of this Order; 

(f) “Himachal Board” means the Himachal Khadi and Village Industries 

Board constituted under the Himachal Pradesh Khadi and Village 
industries Board Act. iPflu (Himachal Pradesh Act 8 of 1966V 

(g) "Punjab Board” means the Punjab Khadi and Village Industries 

Board as reconstituted- under paragraph 3(11 of this Order-, 

(h) “successor Board" in relation to the existing Board, means the Punjab 

Board, the Harvana Board, the Himachal Board end the Adminis¬ 
trator of the Union territory of Chandigarh exercising the powers 
and functions of the Board In relation to that Union territory and 
the area of operation of the Punjab Board shall mean the State 
of Punjab, the area of operation of the Hnryeria Board shall mean 
the State of Haryana, fh.e area of operation of the Himachal Board 
shall mean the transferred territory and the area of operation of 
the Administrator shall mean the Union territory of Chandigarh; 

fit “transferred territory” means the territory transferred to the Union 
territory of Himachal Pradesh by virtue of sub section (11 n F 
section 5 of the Punjab Reorganisation Act.

3. Reorganisation of the existing Board, constitution of a nev Board for 
Haryana, etc.—On and from the appointed day - 

(11 (al the existing Board shall cease 1o function and operate in the 
State of Harvana, the transferred territory nnd the Union territory 
of Chandlgrah; 

(b) the following members of the existing Board from tho State of 
Haryana, transferred territory and the Union territory of Chandi¬ 
garh shall cease to be members thereof, namely:-"

Part til—Apportionment of Assets and Liabilities 

4. Land and goods:—(1) Subject to the other provisions of this Part, all land 
and stores, articles and other goods belonging to the existing Board shall pass to 
the successor Board in whose area of operation they are situated- 

Explanation. —In this sub-paragraph, the expression ‘land” includes immov¬ 
able property of every kind and any rights in of over such property 

(2) Stores held for spec:tic purposes to be used or consumed in particular 
office (other than the Headquarters office) centre, workshop or undertaking of 
the existing Board shall pass (o the successor Board in whose area of operation 
such office, centre, workshop or undertaking is located- 

(3) Stores relating to the headquarters office of the existing Board shall be 
divided amongst the successor Boards In population ratio : 

Provided that where such ratio cannot be applied in respect of any class of 
stores, a commitlee consisting of the representatives of the Governments of 
Punjab, Haryana and Himachal Pradesh and the Administrator may apportion 
such stores subject to such adjustments being made in the division of cash and 
bank balances as it may determine. 

j. Right to recover loans and advances—The right to recover any loans and 
advances made before the appointed day by the existing Board to any local body, 
society or individual shall belong to the successor Board in whose area of opera¬ 
tion the headquarters or the registered office of the local body or the society is 
located, or the Individual resides : 

Provided that the right to recover loans or advances made to an officer or 

servant of the Board shall pass to the successor Board to which the officer or 

servant Is allotted under Part TV of this Order. 

(j. Assets and liabilities of undertakings of existing Board —The assets and 
liabilities relating to any commercial or industrial undertaking of the existing 
Board shall pass io ihe successor Board in whose aren of operation the under¬ 
taking is located: 

Provided that the assets arid Liabilities relating to the commercial undertaking 
known as “'the Punjab Spinning and Weaving Centres” which is under the process 
of liquidation shall pass to the Punjab Board in the first Instance and on comple¬ 
tion of final settlement the residuary asset or liability shall be divided among the 

successor Hearts in population ratio 

7- Debt of existing Board—(1) The debt of the existing Board attributable to 
loan:: taken from the Khadi and Village Industries Commission and re-lent to any 
local body, society or individual, wliich may be outstanding immediately before 
the appointed day shall be the debt, of the successor Board in whose jurisdiction, 
the headquarters or the registered office of such meal body or society is located or 
the individual resides. 

(2) The debt of the existing Board attributable to loans taken from the Khadi 
and Village Industries Commission and utilised for the purpose of acquiring 
stocks or raw materials and implements for supply to societies and individuals 
shall be divided amongst the successor Boards in the proportion in which the 
said stocks or raw materials and implements are divided under the provision of 
paragraph 4. 

8- Security deposits of employees—(1 j The liability of the existing Board in 
respect of the security deposits of an employee in the service of the said Board 
on the appointed day shall be the liability of the successor Board to which i 1 ' 
employee is allotted under Part IV of this Order. 

(2) The liability of the existing Board in respect of the security deposits of 
an employee who has retired or has been discharged before the appointed day shall 
be the liability of the Punjab Board- 
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9- Cash balance of the existing Board—The residuary cash balance ol' the 
existing Board Immediately before the appointed day shall be divided amongst 
the successor Boards in population ratio after making adjustments in the 
accounts, as contemplated in the proviso to sub-para (3) of paragraph 4. 

10. Items la ■aspenxe.—If any item in suspense is ultimately found to affect 
an asset or liability of the nature referred to in any of the foregoing provisions 
of this Part, it shall be dealt with in accordance with that provision. 

11. Residuary provision.—The benefit or burden of any assets or liabilities of 
the existing Board not dealt with In the foregoing provisions of this Part shall 
pass to the Punjab Board in the first instance, subject to such financial adjustment 
as may be agreed upon amongst all the successor Boards before the 31st day cl 
March. 1970, or in default of such agreement, as the Central Government may 
by order, direct. 

12. Apportionment of assets and liabilities by agreement—Where the successor 
Boards agree that the benefit or burden of any particular asset or liability should 
be apportioned between them in a manner other than that provided for in the 
foregoing provisions of this Part, then notwithstanding anything contained therein, 
the benefit or burden of that asset or liability shall be apportioned in the manner 
agreed upon. 

13- Division to be on basis of audited accounts-—Division of assets and liabilities 
of the existing Board among the successor Boards shall be effected m the basis 
of the audited accounts as on the appointed day. 


14. Legal proceedings.—Where immediately before the appointed day the 
existing Board Is a party to any legal proceedings with respect to any property, 
rights or liabilities transferred to the successor Board under this Order, the 
successor Board shall be deemed to be substituted for the existing Board as a 
party to those proceedings, and the proceedings continued accordingly. 

16. Contracts.—Where immediately before the appointed day the existing 
Board had made any contract, the, contract shall be deemed to have been made— 

(a) if the purposes of the contract are, as from the appointed day, exclu 
aiveiy relatable to the State of Punjab, by the Punjab Board; 

<b) if the purposes of the contract are, as from the appointed day, exclu¬ 
sively relatable to the State of Haryana, by the Haryana Board; 

(e) If the purposes of the contract are, as from the appointed day, exclu 
lively relatable to the transferred territory, by the Himachal Board; 

(d) if the purposes of the contract ate, as from the appointed day. exclu 
sively relatable to the Union territory of Chandigarh, by the 
Administrator; 

ie) ji) any other case, by the Punjab Board; and all rights or liabilities 
which have accrued, or may accrue, under any such contract shall, 
10 the extent of which they would have been the rights or liabilttie: 
of the existing Board, be the rights or liabilities of the Punjab Board, 
the Haryana Board, the Himachal Board and the Administrator, as 
the ease may be

16 Allocation of ataf. -The members of the staff at the headquarters office oi 
the existing Board shall be allocated by tho existing Board to the successor 
Boards after taking Into consideration the options of the employees as far as may 
be possible and on and from the appointed day such a person shall be deemed to 
have been transferred to the successor Board to which he has been allocated- 


17. Continuance of persons in the same posts.—Save as provided in P« r « Id 
every person who immediately before the appointed day Is holding or discharging 
duties of any post or office in connection with the affairs of the existing Bo«rc 
In any area which on and from that day falls within the Jurisdiction of any of 
the successor Boards, shall be deemed to have been transferred to that Board and 
shall continue to hold the same poet or office in the successor Board and shall be 
deem^on^ndfrom that day, tcTheve been duly appointed to the post or office 
by the appropriate authority in that successor Boarc. 
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18 Counting of service.—(1) The service rendered by every person to the 
existing Board upto the appointed day shall, on his transfer to a successor Board 
under paragraph L6 or paragraph 17 count as service under the successor Board 
for leave, gratuity, provident fund and all other benefits which were enjoyed by 
such person immediately before the appointed day. 

(2) Nothing m this paragraph shall be deemed to effect the right of the 
successor Board to determine, after the appointed day, the conditions of service 
of persons transferred to it under paragraphs 16 and 17 : 

Provided that the conditions of service applicable immediately before the 
appointed day to the case of any such person shall not be varied to 
his disadvantage except with the previous approval of the Central 
Government 


Part V —Adaptations 

19- Adaptatious and modifications In the Aet.—As from the appointed day, 
the Act shall, until altered, repealed or amended by a competent legislature, have 
effect subject to the adaptations or modifications made in the Schedule annexed 
hereto.
